Moreover, document 2 cited in the ISR discloses a technique of a slide door of a motor vehicle, in which 
an action is controlled based on the transmission and reception of a specific code signal (corresponding to "ID 
code for security" of the present application). 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art could have easily arrived at the subject matters of claims 1-9 of the 
present application based on documents 1 and 2.
